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Man ‘critical’ following 
suspected gas explosion 


A MAN was left fighting for his 
life this week following a sus¬ 
pected gas explosion. 

The incident happened on the 
site of Produce Connection Ltd in 
Ely Road, Chittering, on Tuesday 
at around 8.50am. 

Emergency services, including 
the East Anglian Air Ambulance, 
were called after receiving 
reports of a gas explosion. 

The man, who worked for 
Austrian firm, Himmel, was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
by land ambulance with ‘critical 
injuries’. 

He was part of a team working 
on the construction of a multi¬ 
million pound anaerobic diges¬ 
tion plant based on land at the 
rear of the farm. 

Stephen Ripley, a director at 
Pretoria Energy Company Ltd - 
the firm behind the anaerobic 
digester plant - said: “We are all 
gutted by what has happened 
and we are praying that he pulls 
through. 

“Thankfully the emergency 
services got to the farm in good 
timing so he is in the best possi¬ 
ble hands. 

“Nobody here is exactly sure 
what happened and we do not 
believe that it was a gas explo¬ 
sion, but that’s what the initial 
callers to the emergency services 
said happened. 

“The man works for Himmel, 
which is an Austrian firm cur- 
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rently contracted to build our 
‘upgrading building’ as part of 
Pretoria Energy Ltd’s new anaer¬ 
obic digester plant at the site. 

“I wasn’t on site at the time but 
I’m told everyone was calm and 
that everything was dealt with 
very efficiently.” 

A spokeswoman for the Health 
and Safety Executive (HSE) con¬ 
firmed that inspectors visited the 
site on the day of the incident 
and that an investigation is now 
underway. 

A spokeswoman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
said: “We were called at 8.50am 
on Tuesday following reports of 
an explosion in Chittering. 

“We dispatched several 
resources to the scene including 
two ambulances, an ambulance 
officer, an air ambulance, and 
our hazardous area response 
team (HART). 

“One person has been taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital by land 
ambulance with critical inju¬ 
ries.” 

Yesterday, the man’s condition 
was described as critical but sta¬ 
ble. 

In a separate incident, Pretoria 
Energy Ltd was ordered to pay 
out more than £20,000 by a court 
last week after being found guilty 
of polluting at least 2km of the 


River Cam with poisonous silage 
effluent. 

The noxious waste was leaked 
into two tributaries of the Cam 
by the firm at Waterbeach 
Barracks Airfield and came from 
maize being stored for anaerobic 
digestion. 

The prosecution was brought 
by the Environment Agency and 
the penalty consists of a £10,000 
fine, £10,000 towards legal costs 
and a £200 victim surcharge. 

Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
was told that the Winfold Drain 
was polluted between October 
24, 2012 and November 29 last 
year from a large pile of maize 
which had been stored without 
any containment on a concrete 
runway. 

Speaking about the incident on 
Tuesday, a spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire Police said: 
“Officers were called to reports of 
a man suffering serious injuries 
following a gas explosion at a 
premises in Ely Road, Chittering, 
at 8.55am on Tuesday.” 

Pretoria Energy Ltd also recent¬ 
ly secured planning permission 
to build another anaerobic 
digester plant around 500m from 
Mepal Outdoor Centre - plans 
which proved to be controversial 
among local residents but which 
were approved by Fenland 
District Council.

We’re making 
improvements, 
say rail bosses 


IMPROVEMENTS will be 
made to services at Ely rail¬ 
way station, bosses at Abellio 
Greater Anglia have prom¬ 
ised. 

The Dutch-owned rail firm 
is assuring commuters and 
rail users that the station’s 
ticket office and services in 
general will soon be upgrad¬ 
ed. 

As reported last week, rail 
users have branded the cur¬ 
rent services at the station as 
“utterly inadequate” and are 
demanding changes. 

One rail user, Stephen 
Blackwood, of Cambridge 
Road, Ely, said: “I use the sta¬ 
tion at least two or three times 
a week and quite frankly, it’s 
horrifying. 

“The ticket office is now 
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closed most days as there 
aren’t enough staff to man it. 

“The few staff that are at the 
station are wandering around 
using mobile ticket machines 
and credit card machines, 
which are temperamental 
and don’t always work prop¬ 
erly. 

“Ely is a fast-expanding city 
with a massive tourism indus¬ 
try and commuter popula¬ 
tion. Abellio Greater Anglia 
needs to pull their finger out 
and provide Ely station with 
the services it deserves.” 

Another commuter, Alice 
Bunton, from Ely, said: “The 
situation is farcical. The ticket 
office is closed more than it is 


open, there are hardly any 
staff and those who are still 
working there are doing eve¬ 
rything from hand-held 
machines. It’s ridiculous.” 

Speaking last week, a 
spokesman for Abellio Greater 
Anglia said the issues were 
due to a lack of staff. He said 
the company is currently in 
the process of recruiting. 

The firm has now 
announced that plans are 
under way to upgrade the 
ticket office, increasing its 
size and improving its 
entrance and exit. 

The company has also 
announced plans to open a 
new ‘Cycle Point’ with spaces 
for up to 400 bicycles. It is 
hoped that will be complete 
by March next year.

Sad day for Ely 
as landmark 
tree to be felled 


AN ICONIC tree in the 
grounds of Ely Cathedral is 
due to be cut down today. 

The mature Sycamore tree 
on Palace Green, which is 
located beside the boundary 
wall of the Old Palace, is 
beyond saving, according to 
Cathy White, senior trees 
officer at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

The council says it has been 
monitoring the tree over the 
last few years and that in 2012 
it was reduced in “an attempt 
to retain it in a safe condition 
and see if the tree had the 
vigour to respond”. 

Mrs White says the tree has 
continued to decline and that 
during a recent inspection, 
officers found there was poor 
foliage cover and the large 
central section was dead. 

The tree will be felled today, 
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weather permitting, and the 
council says it is now in dis¬ 
cussions with the cathedral 
about a replacement tree 
being planted on Palace 
Green. 

Mrs White said: “It is always 
incredibly sad when we have 
to remove a tree - especially 
one which has developed an 
iconic status as it frames our 
view of the magnificent 
cathedral. 

“Unfortunately, the mature 
Sycamore on Palace Green, 
despite the best efforts of eve¬ 
ryone involved, is beyond 
saving and will need to be 
felled. 

“Over recent years, we 
noticed a growing number of 
dead areas within the tree’s 
canopy and despite the sur¬ 


gery in 2012 we have not been 
able to save it. 

“Obviously the removal of 
the tree will leave a gap on 
Palace Green but we will plant 
a replacement tree which we 
hope will grow and flourish to 
be loved as much as the old 
Sycamore has been.” 

The tree work will be carried 
out by qualified arboricultur- 
al operatives who have been 
employed by the council, 
which is responsible for the 
management of the trees on 
Ely’s Palace Green and Steeple 
Row.

Four teenagers 
injured in hit 
and run crash 
in Cambridge 

A TEENAGER from Soham was 
one of four young people injured 
in a hit and run incident in 
Cambridge. 

Police had attempted to stop a 
blue Fiat Punto in Hills Road at 
11.52pm last Thursday but the 
driver sped off. 

The vehicle careered off the 
road a short distance later, at the 
junction with Station Road, 
mounting the pavement and col¬ 
liding with four teenagers. 

A 17-year-old from Soham, and 
two other boys, also aged 17, suf¬ 
fered serious, but not life-threat¬ 
ening, leg injuries and were 
taken to Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Cambridge, for treatment. A 
teenage girl was also injured. 

All four were celebrating after 
collecting their AS Level results 
from Long Road Sixth Form 
College in Cambridge. 

The occupants of the Punto 
made off from the scene on foot. 

A 43-year-old man from 
Cambridge has been arrested on 
suspicion of dangerous driving 
and was taken to Parkside Police 
Station. Enquiries are ongoing to 
trace any other occupants of the 
vehicle. 

The incident has been referred 
to the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission.

Plans submitted 
for solar farm 


MAMMOTH plans to build 
another solar farm near Ely 
have been submitted. 

Bosses at F.C. Palmer and 
Sons want to create a 76-acre 
solar energy farm at 
Stowbridge Farm, in Green 
End, Stretham, and have 
applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council for planning permis¬ 
sion. 

The application comes 
around 18 months after they 
secured planning permission 
to build an 80-acre solar farm 
on land west of Cross Drove, 
which is part of their 2,058- 
acre estate. 

The latest application con¬ 
cerns a parcel of land to the 
south of the village centre. 

In a statement to the coun¬ 
cil, the applicants said the 
solar farm would produce 20 
megawatts of energy - 
enough to power more than 
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5,000 homes. 

They said: “The PV panels, 
when on their frames, will be 
2.5m high at their highest 
point and raised above 
ground level and with 
approximately 3.5m spacing 
between rows. 

“This is to ensure the land 
between modules can con¬ 
tinue to be used for agricul¬ 
tural production. In addition, 
the height of the structures 
will allow for effective 
screening with low-level 
hedge planting to the north 
to screen views from the A10/ 
A1123 and properties along 
those routes. 

“The location of the site and 
the use for the proposed solar 
farm has been driven by a 
number of factors. The site 
needs to be generally flat, 


have an uninterrupted 
southerly aspect, and being 
at ground level, set apart 
from existing or possible 
future built development, 
which could over shadow the 
PV panel array. 

“Such distance and known 
physical interruptions to 
views from neighbouring 
properties and development 
will also ensure, when cou¬ 
pled with appropriate land¬ 
scaping, impact on views of 
the site will be minimal.” 

The application comes just 
weeks after Cambridgeshire 
County Council lodged plans 
to erect 50,000 solar panels 
on land at Triangle Farm in 
Angle Common, Soham.

New schools: at what cost? 

IN the late 1980s, East Cambs District Council 
sold the council housing and with the funds 
they were allowed to use by the Government, 
improved the infrastructure of the County by 
grant aiding new street lighting for example 
and building sports centres and a swimming 
pool. This included the Paradise Centre in Ely, 
the Ross Piers Sport Centre in Soham and last 
of all Littleport Sports Centre. 

Recently the Fun Day was held at the Littleport 
Sports Centre which was enjoyed by a large 
number of local families. 

I hope you had a good time because this could 
be the last one if the people in control have 
their way. My children enjoyed this in the past 
and I want my grandchildren to have the same 
opportunity. 

I am very much in favour of the new Secondary 
School, Primary School and Special Needs 
School being built in Littleport but I consider 
the County Council should purchase their own 
piece of land on Camel Road/AlO bypass and 
not consider building it using part of the Sports 
Centre site, which after all belongs to you the 
people of Littleport. 

The suggested access via the existing entrance 
on Camel Road passes the Scout Hut which 
does not seem suitable either for three schools. 
The County Council talk of allowing use by the 
local residents of a dance studio, fitness suite 
and a community room but they will not be in 
control of this facility, the operators of the 
School site, Greenwood Dale will be. 

I attended the open meeting about the new 
schools at Littleport Sports Centre and did 
wonder at the time why the presenters of the 
organisations applying to operate the schools 
talked as if the Sports Centre was part of the 
tender process. 

Cambridgeshire County Council built the new 
Primary School on Parson Lane and then sold 
the original land for housing, taking away the 
open space but giving nothing back to

A town the size 
of Littleport should not lose one facility to 
provide another, especially when part of that is 
to provide schools for the whole county, not 
just Littleport.

Council: Listen to the people 

ACROSS the UK wind turbines blight and 
destroy the most scenic views of what was “our 
green and pleasant land”, these industrial sites 
on rural settings have now destroyed sensitive 
ecological areas for wildlife habitat, this is 
destructive environmental vandalism. 

I was recently approached by Solar energy 
consultants who offered me £850 per acre if I 
leased my land for 25 years.

£531,000, all for doing nothing, how generous 
the public are... however I declined! 
Unbelievably there are some folk who still 
liken windmills of old with the industrial wind 
turbine. This must be wishful thinking or a 
severe case of delusion, for those who don’t 
know the difference let me explain:-. 

Wind turbines do not mill flour or lift water, 
turbines are industrial machines on rural sites 
that may be 400ft + tall and be visible for 20 
miles, the turbine is made of toxic and 
polluting materials, plastic/ fibre glass/ and 
steel/ requiring massive amounts of concrete 
and reinforcing steel to secure this blight on 
the countryside. 

A wind mill is 70ft tall and constructed of brick 
or timber, in fact some folk live in them, I 
personally would not choose to live in a 
turbine, also I wish to correct reports that 
describe the Berry wind farm as a (mini wind 
farm), it is my view there is no such thing, be it 
one turbine or three, the impacts are massive 
and damaging, there is nothing mini about 
this industry, as experienced in other regions 
three will soon become six and so the 
proliferation begins! 

Such developments will create a great deal of 
stress and unhappiness for those affected by 
the Berry wind farm application as they seek to 
protect the environment they have chosen to 
live in.

Energy company 
must pay out £20k 


A RENEWABLE energy business has 
been ordered to pay out more than 
£20,000 after being found guilty of 
polluting at least 2km of the River 
Cam with poisonous silage effluent. 

The noxious waste was leaked into 
two tributaries of the Cam by Pretoria 
Energy Company Ltd at Waterbeach 
Barracks Airfield and came from 
maize being stored for anaerobic 
digestion. 

The prosecution was brought by the 
Environment Agency and the penalty 
consists of a £10,000 fine, £10,000 
towards legal costs and a £200 victim 
surcharge. 

Cambridge Magistrates’ Court was 
told that the Winfold Drain was gross¬ 
ly polluted between October 24, 2012 
and November 29 last year from a 
large pile of maize which had been 
stored without any containment on a 
concrete runway. 

The waste liquid ran down into the 
Winfold Drain and sewage fungus

smothered the bed, turning the river 
frothy and foamy. 

Claire Corfield, prosecuting, said the 
Environment Agency had not been 
notified about the pile while a director 
of Pretoria Energy Company Ltd, 
which is based in Chittering, said he 
thought the surface water drains 
would run into a soak away in a field. 

The company then chose a new loca¬ 
tion for a field silage heap on October 
26 in 2012 but this also proved unsuit¬ 
able and resulted in a separate ongo¬ 
ing pollution incident of the Soldiers 
Hill Drain. 

After the hearing, Environment 
Agency officer Euan Simpson said: 
“This was significant pollution over a 
prolonged period of time. 

“The incident demonstrates the 
highly polluting nature of silage efflu¬ 


ent and could have been avoided had 
the company contacted the 
Environment Agency first to discuss 
appropriate storage requirements. 

“We would urge anyone intending to 
store silage to approach their local 
Environment Agency office at the ear¬ 
liest opportunity to make sure that 
the correct infrastructure is in place.” 

Environmental regulations state 
that storage silos should not be situ¬ 
ated within 10 metres of inland fresh- 
waters, should have channels to col¬ 
lect any effluent and an effluent tank 
of a certain size. 

Pretoria Energy Ltd is run by local 
farmer Richard Lee and recently 
secured planning permission to build 
another anaerobic digester plant 
around 500m from Mepal Outdoor 
Centre. 

The business also hit the headlines 
recently as motorists accused its driv¬ 
ers of leaving excessive amount of 
mud on roads in the Ely area.

Half-hourly trains: 
but not until 2017 


TRAINS from Ely to London will start 
running every half an hour - but not 
until 2017. 

Bosses at Govia Thameslink, which 
is due to take over the franchise which 
runs trains between King’s Lynn and 
London’s Kings Cross, has announced 
that half-hourly trains should start 
running in May 2017. 

A spokeswoman for the firm, which 
is taking over the franchise next 
month, said: “From May 2017, the fre¬ 
quency of off-peak services between 
King’s Lynn and King’s Cross will dou¬ 
ble from one train per hour to two in 
each direction, except at certain times 
when scheduled freight trains on the 
King’s Lynn branch prevent this.” 

She added that the existing trains on 
the Fen Line would be replaced with 
new air-conditioned carriages from 
2016. 

Despite London being little more 
than an hour away from Ely and 
Littleport, there is currently only one

train service running every hour. 

South West Norfolk MP Elizabeth 
Truss, who has been campaigning for 
half-hourly services along the route 
for some time, said: “This is excellent 
news and it’s a real boost to the local 
area. 

“I have long been campaigning for a 
half-hourly service which will not only 
promote travel from King’s Lynn to 
London but will also attract further 
inward investment in the area in 
terms of jobs, housing, education and 
tourism. 

“Along with the dualling of the All, 
the upgrade of the A47 and continued 
improvement in broadband this news 
will bring big benefits to the East of 
England.” 

Govia Thameslink is also promising 
to create an extra 10,000 seats into 
London at peak times in a bid to ease 
overcrowding. 


The extra trains between King’s 
Lynn and London will be made possi¬ 
ble thanks to the widening of the Ely 
North lunction. 

Improving the junction, which is 
located in Queen Adelaide, and links 
London, Cambridge, Norwich, 
Peterborough and King’s Lynn, has 
been in the pipeline for years but was 
identified as a priority by Network Rail 
earlier this year. 

By double tracking the Ely lunction 
bottleneck, campaigners say it could 
generate economic benefits totalling 
£100 million. 

A well as allowing trains to run every 
half hour from Cambridge to King’s 
Lynn and Norwich, and it would also 
relieve pressure on the region’s con¬ 
gestion-blighted roads by enabling 
more freight to be taken by rail from 
Felixstowe to the Midlands.

Wheelie bins 
pushing up 
recycling rate 


WHEELIE bins are encouraging more 
and more residents in the Ely area to 
recycle, according to figures. 

Data released by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council suggests its wheeled bin 
recycling service is making a big differ¬ 
ence to recycling levels in the district as 
the service nears its one-year anniversa¬ 
ry- 

in 2012/13, recycling in the district 
stood at 34 per cent. This provisionally 
increased to 46 per cent in 2013/14 but 
current recycling trends for 2014/15 pre¬ 
dict a recycling rate of 54 per cent. 

A rate of 54 per cent would take the 
authority from the bottom quarter to the 
top quarter of English councils for recy¬ 
cling performance within two years 
based on most recently available statis¬ 
tics (2012/13). 

Looking back at 2013/14 figures, resi¬ 
dents recycled an additional 2,147 tonnes 
of recyclables and 1,475 tonnes of food 
and garden waste compared to 2012/13. 
This would be enough to fill 268 refuse 
collection vehicles. 

Cllr Anna Bailey, chairman of the coun¬ 
cil’s regulatory and support services 
committee, said: “The increase in the 
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recycling levels across East 
Cambridgeshire over the last year has 
been nothing short of outstanding. 

“Across the district, we have seen how 
residents have embraced the new 
wheeled bin service and have drastically 
reduced the amount of waste which is 
ending up in landfill. 

“We should all be very proud of such an 
achievement and for making such rapid 
progress in such a short period of time.” 

Over the coming weeks households will 
receive 52 refuse sacks (two rolls of 26), 
which are intended to last until the next 
distribution in a year’s time. 

No further sacks will be issued until 
then, but additional refuse will be col¬ 
lected if presented for collection in suit¬ 
able black refuse sacks provided by 
householders. 

The roll-out of wheelie bins across the 
district last year was made possible after 
the council successfully bid for £5 mil¬ 
lion from central Government to fund a 
new recycling service and retain weekly 
waste collections.

Ely students buck A-level trend 



A-level results might have dropped nationally 
,this year but that wasn’t the case for students 
at King’s Ely and Ely College Sixth Form.

A SUMMER of uncertainty finally came to an 
end when students from across the Ely area 
collected their A-level results. 

Nationally, students’ grades may have 
declined, but at King’s Ely and Ely College 
Sixth Form the majority of students were able 
to celebrate and walk through the school gates 
on a high last week. 

At King’s Ely, a total of 43 per cent of all grades 
are A* to A, which is an improvement of 9 per 
cent compared to last year and 14 per cent 
compared to 2012. 

The overall A* to B grades were also up, from 
62 per cent last year to 67 per cent this year. 

Sue Freestone, the school’s principal, said: 
“We are very proud of this year’s A-level stu¬ 
dents. 

“In spite of dire warnings in the press about 
the ‘raising of the bar’ and the impact that 


would have on results, King’s Ely students have 
bucked the trend by achieving the highest per¬ 
centage of top grades on record.” 

A total of 83 per cent of students achieved 
grades A*-C, which was the same percentage as 
last year, and 98 per cent of pupils achieved 
grades A*-E. 

Among the school’s high achievers was 
Georgia Baynes, 18, from Haddenham, who got 
one A* and three As. Georgia is now off to study 
medicine at the University of Manchester. 

Andrew Bosworth-Daft, 18, from Ely, 
achieved one A* and two A’s, and is going to 
study international relations at the London 
School of Commerce. 

Another high achiever was Sanjiban Mandal, 
who was awarded three A* grades and one A, 
and Ben Love, 18, from Chettisham, was on a 
high after finding out he had got an A* and 


two As. Ben is going to have a gap year and 
hopes to study veterinary science at the 
University of Edinburgh next year. 

Other high achievers at King’s Ely, who all 
received 100 per cent A* and A grades, included 
Alexander Clubb, Anna-Rose Harris, Matthew 
Lowery, Anna Pyatko, George Ryan, Robert 
Seddon-Greve, Georgia Schneider, Juk Tsing 
Wong, Emma White and Constance Wynn. 

Students performed particularly well in the 
humanities, art and textiles and languages. 

Alex McGrath, head of King’s Ely Senior, 
added: “Our school community is celebrating 
the dedicated efforts of our students, and we 
would also like to acknowledge the fine teach¬ 
ing and exceptional advice and support of our 
teaching and sixth form staff who have played 
a huge part in their success.” 

It was also a particularly good year for stu¬ 


dents taking vocational A-level programmes at 
Ely College Sixth Form - courses which are at 
the heart of the college’s new employability- 
focused post-16 curriculum. 

All students taking A-level sport passed with 
at least one distinction, with 70 per cent gain¬ 
ing A*-B equivalent grades. 

Top achievers in this subject were Michael 
Dye and Macaulay King, both of whom are 
heading for Essex University to read sport 
therapy, having achieved three A* grades. 

Also of note is Kate Riley, who stayed on at the 
college for a third year, and has now gained an 
A grade in her computing A-level and an A 
grade for her Extended Project Qualification. 
She will now read computing at Leicester 
University. 

The class of 2014 as a whole achieved an A*-C 
rate of 50 per cent.

YOUR unwanted books could 
be used to help occupy people 
under lock and key. 

Cambridgeshire Police is 
appealing for members of the 
public to donate their spare 
books for use by people in 
custody. 

Sergeant Dick Sterne said: 

“A similar campaign was run a 
few years ago with a very 
positive result from the public. 
On that occasion certain 
members of the public 
questioned why offenders 
should be given the privilege 
of reading in police cells. 

“It should be remembered 
that a variety of people are 
detained at the police station 
including those with mental 
health problems and with 
other medical issues. 

“Many people also come into 
custody who are subsequently 
released with no further 
action. The books help to 
occupy detainees, some of 
which can be in custody for up 
to 24 hours. 

“Obviously, the books are 
also offered to regular 
offenders. However, some of 
these detainees are youths 
who have not had the 
opportunity of reading books 
during their early years.”

From sands to soils 


A COUNCILLOR swapped 
the golden sands of 
Australia for the rich soils 
of Cambridgeshire - to 
find out more about 
Community Land Trusts 
(CLTs).

CLT. 

A major part of Cllr 
Thompson’s role is being 
responsible for affordable 
housing and she is keen to

develop a CLT in 
Melbourne to help deliver 
more affordable homes. 

The Stretham and 
Wilburton CLT was set up 
in 2011 and is the first of its 
kind in East Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

Supported by the district 
council, Foundation East 
and both villages’ parish 
councils, the trust’s main 
aim is to promote and sup¬ 
port economic and social 
life in the two parishes by 
developing properties 
which generate income to 


be re-invested back into 
the local community. 

All properties are protect¬ 
ed by a legal ‘asset-lock’ 
which means they will 
remain in the ownership of 
the local community for¬ 
ever. 

A spokesman for the dis¬ 
trict council said: “A num¬ 
ber of district council 
members met Cllr 
Thompson, who had trav¬ 
elled all the way from 
Melbourne to learn more 
about CLTs and how it all 
works. 

“Moreland City Council is 
very interested in CLTs as a 
way of delivering commu¬ 


nity-led development and 
has identified land as their 
contribution to kick start¬ 
ing a CLT.” 

The Stretham and 
Wilburton CLT has recent¬ 
ly been given planning 
permission to build 50 new 
homes, a doctor’s surgery, 
three business units and 
open space on land at 
Manor Farm in Stretham. 

A total of 15 of the new 
homes will be classed as 
‘affordable housing’.

LUCY (IS, 89 mins) 

DERRIERE-numbingly long films may be 
all the rage but at a lean 89 minutes, 

Lucy , the new action thriller from Luc 
Besson, is all the better for bucking this 
Hollywood trend. 

And with a kidnapping, killing sprees 
and questionable drugs thrown into the 
fray, there's certainly enough in that hour 
and a half to halt you from slipping out of 
the cinema. 

Lucy (Scarlett Johansson) is a carefree 
student living in Taiwan, who is tricked 
by her new boyfriend Richard into doing 
his dirty work and carrying a briefcase, 
jam-packed with potent new drugs, into a 
hotel for him. 

But there's no time for pleasantries here 
and before the concierge has greeted 
Lucy, Richard has been dispatched 
and Lucy is held hostage by the 
neighbourhood's merciless mob of local 
drug lords headed up by the unsparing 
Mr Jang (Choi Min-sik). 

Waking up, Lucy discovers that the 
mob has taken the liberty of surgically 
implanting thousand of pounds worth 
of a deadly blue drug, CPH4, which 
increases the user's brain capacity, into 
her stomach. 

And more than that, if the bright blue 
crystals leak, it will kill her. 

But leak it does and Lucy, who is sent 
across the world as a drug mule, soon 
finds her brain working on disturbing 
new levels, signposted in the film with 
frequent updates on the percentage of 
brain capacity she's using. 



As well as being hell-bent on exacting 
revenge on the mobsters, Lucy also busies 
herself by tracking down the eminent 
professor Samuel Norman (Morgan 
Freeman) in Paris who has spent decades 
researching the brain's potential. 

In a deft twist to Johansson's role 
as a human-like operating system in 
Spike Jonze's Her, Lucy sees the actress' 
voice take on a lifeless tone, shedding 
personality and lightness as her brain's 
potential expands. 


Much has been made of the film's 
neurological theory not stacking up, but 
scientific soundness isn't the mission here 
- entertainment is. 

And while there are some rather odd 
moments - the flashes to a prehistoric 
Lucy, the strained conversation Lucy 
has with her mum and the missed 
opportunity to kill Mr Jang while she 
can - Lucy is nevertheless a punchy film, 
which demands your attention every 
minute of the way.

GARDENERS who went on holiday confident that 
friends and family would water, deadhead and 
harvest their crops in their absence must be 
feeling pretty smug. 

But what about those of us who didn't have 
the luxury of a mate to water the garden while 
we were sunning ourselves elsewhere? What 
about those who just didn't find time to install an 
automatic irrigation system? 

Well, you now have to look at the mess that 
remains and consider what's worth saving and 
what isn't. 

Annual bedding plants in containers and baskets 
are unlikely to recover fully if 
the weather's been scorching 
and they've been left in the 
sun, so it might be a case of 
taking an executive decision, 
tipping them out and starting 
again. 

Plants such as lobelia and 
soft, fleshy plants including 
fuchsias and tomatoes are 
much less likely to survive than 
drought-tolerant plants such 
as pelargoniums. 

You may find a few bargains 
of late summer blooms in your local garden centre 
to brighten up the scene, but if you're on a budget 
it's probably better to invest in some spring bulbs 
for planting, or get a head start on autumn and 
winter planting designs. 

If you're not going to use your containers for 
winter displays, clean them out, wipe them down 
and put them away. Don't leave terracotta pots 
out for pests like slugs and snails to hide under. 

If you leave them out too long, they'll just crack 


when the frost comes too. 

Containers holding year-round-interest plants 
such as shrubs or evergreens may benefit from 
being submerged in a bucket of water to re¬ 
wet the compost, but it is difficult to tell if the 
compost is thoroughly soaked and it is important 
not to waterlog the plants. 

After re-wetting, robust architectural plants 
such as phormiums and box can be lifted out of 
their containers with their root system intact so 
you can see if the compost has been completely 
soaked through. 

Clematis in containers are more likely to survive 
a week without watering if they 
are in big pots and have other 
plants around them, says world- 
famous, award-winning clematis 
specialist Raymond Evison. 

"If a clematis is in a pot 2ft in 
diameter and 2ft deep it should 
survive well. Those in smaller 
containers, say 15in in diameter 
and 18in deep, will suffer some 
damage after a week of really 
hot weather with no water. 

Place other plant material 
around it in the pot, which will 
create a micro-climate so that the clematis has a 
cooler root system.'' 

After a week with no water, the clematis will 
look pretty sorry for itself and new growth is 
likely to have shrivelled up. Give it a good soak, 
trim it down to around 18in and give it a feed 
with tomato or rose food and it should come back 
and may even flower again in October. 

Border perennials and shrubs are much more 
likely to survive your absence, but if you have 



gardening 



overgrown weeds on your return, pick them out 
to stop them shedding seeds which will cause you 
problems later. Deadhead all your border plants 
and give them a good water and they should 
recover. 

Continue to deadhead roses and cut back 
finished summer-flowering perennials, removing 
supports which propped up the plants which have 
stopped flowering. These can be cleaned with a 
mild detergent and put away until next year. 

If no-one has picked your crops, you are likely 
to come home to a large amount of stringy, 
tough runner beans which will need to be put on 
the compost heap, and the plants will probably 
have stopped flowering. Pick all the beans off 
the plants, give them a feed with a tomato feed 
and they may start producing again. Dig up other 
vegetable plants which have succumbed to the 
prolonged hot weather, clearing vacant rows and 
refilling them with autumn and winter crops as 


soon as you can. 

Some gardeners can become more relaxed 
about pest and disease control once they've had 
their two weeks holiday, but ignore them at your 
peril - you may be storing up problems that will 
remain dormant until next year. Cut off or prune 
out affected parts of diseased plants and burn 
or dispose of them so that overwintering spores 
won't survive. 

Pest control is also important. Be aware that 
many biological controls become less reliable 
when the temperature drops as the predatory 
insects which provide the control then multiply 
more slowly. Take off shoots on plants which are 
infested with greenfly or blackfly and dispose of 
them. 

If you've been one of the unlucky ones whose 
plants seem to have had it this summer, don't 
worry - you can steal a march on autumn and 
winter schemes which should keep the garden 
looking good later on in the season.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

L3 Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Q Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

LI Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

LI Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

C3 Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one.

ON THE WAY OUT: From October 1 

Paper tax discs will 
soon be no more 

AS of October 1, the Driving Vehicle and 
Licensing Agency (DVLA) will stop issuing paper 
tax discs. HPI, provider of hpicheck.com, warns 
motorists to be aware of the changes and 
highlights the risk of a fine, as well as facing 
charges against a vehicle they no longer own. 

Car owners still need to have vehicle tax to 
drive or keep a vehicle on the road, but now the 
DVLA is taking payments online, including 
Direct Debit payment options or motorists can 
visit their local Post Office branch. Instead of 
using paper tax discs to spot tax evaders, 
police cameras automatically check a car’s 
number plate. The new rules also put the onus 
on used car sellers to inform the DVLA, when 
they sell their vehicle, advises HPI.

GOLDIE Sayers could only 
finish eighth in the 
women’s javelin final at 
the European Athletics 
Championships in Zurich.
